Aid to, elementary and sec- 
ondarv education has been 
enacted (H.[t..23(i2). : The 'in- 
itial program or providing ah 
annual allowance of $L5-hil- 
lion is' intended lo benefit 
public as well as parochial 
and private schools. This' 
legislation' also covers our na- 
tion's high schools with all 
schools benefiting on the 
basis of a formula which 
takes into account the fam- 
ilies in the school'di'strict with 
incomes of $3,000 or less ac- 
cording to the 1900 census. 

The Higher Education As- 
sistance Act (H.R. 9509) step- 
ped up scholarship and loan 
funds for students seeking a 
college education.

' Tho redwood timber owners 
In California, he said,- have de- 
vised a plan that should mean 
far more to forest lovers even 
than the plans to preserve the 
beautiful specimen trees in the 
park systems, The new plan 
is to provide 'recreational fa- 
cilities on private forest lands 
for tens of thousands of tourists 
who visit the .redwood forests, 
annually. 

"The redwood timber own- 
ers," he said, "propose to open 
nearly 30u,oao acres of private 
forest land for recreational uses 
by the public. Unlike the parks 
areas which arc largely iinsult- 
ed for other than sightseeing, 
the new plan would make large 
areas ol redwood forest avail- 
able for hunting, fishing, hik- 
ing, camping" and other "forms 
of outdoor life. And this would 
be - done without Interfering 
with -the productivity of Uimu 
lands, which is so vital to the 
economy of this Important re- 
gion of California.
